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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3-13-2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As per applicant's argument that Weston does not disclose regulating a voltage 
from the telephone line (remarks page 7), examiner notes Fig 3, power converter 64 that 
regulates power from phone line 74 to produce constant voltage Vcc (as noted in the final 
office action). Examiner reads 'regulating' as any means or process to convert the voltage 
from the telephone line to the Vcc voltage and maintain the Vcc voltage. The word 
'regulating' does not imply any specific means to perform the regulating. Examiner 
additionally notes that, because Weston does not disclose the details of the 'black box' 
(as stated by applicant in remarks page 7), examiner contends that one skilled in the art 
would look to a well known power supply teaching such as that of Johnson for the 
purpose of implementing a system to 'regulate' the voltage form the telephone line to the 
constant Vcc value. Furthermore, examiner reads the 'constant voltage' Vcc of Weston 
in the same manner as the constant voltage that is regulated by the applicant's device, 
namely it is a voltage that will be constantly produced (note Vcc in Fig. 3 of Weston) as 
long as there is power available to the regulating circuitry 64 of Fig. 3. 

As per applicant's argument (remarks pages 8 and 9) that there is no motivation to 
combine Weston and Johnson, examiner disagrees, as stated earlier, examiner views the 
fact that Weston did not disclose an exact means of regulating to be motivation to one 
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skilled in the art to look to other well known power regulation system when 
implementing the device of Weston. The motivation is inherent to the fact that the means 
are not specified.
